The  proposed  new  city  charter  for  Cam- 
bridge seems   to  come   in  for  no  small 
amount  of  criticism,  adverse  and  otherwise, 
jvist  now. 

Many  citizens  favor  its  adoption  as  pre- 
sented by  the  special  commission. 

Section  X.,  the  one  principally  under  dis- 
pute, owing-  to  the  increased  power  for  re- 
moving and  appointing  given  the  mayo 
tliey  say,  is  just  as  it  should  be,  and  for 
this  reason : 

By  investing  such  power  in  the  mayor  one 
is  able  to  place  the  responsibility  of  appoint- 
ments, consequently  know  where 
to  charge  the  acts,  good  or  bad, 
of  the  various  officials  so  appointed. 
Since  the  appointments.now  elected  by  j6int 
convention  of  both  branches  or  othfcrwise, 
are  to  be  made  by  the  mayor,  there  is  good 
reason  for  believing  that  they  will  be  made 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  city. 

As  the  deeds  of  his  appointee  are  to  be 
charged  to  him,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose 
that  the  mayor  will  exercise  due  care  in  lils 
selection.  He  and  he  alone  will  be  held  re- 
sponsible. As  it  is  now,  no  particuhir  one 
can  be  held  responsible  for  the  misdeeds 
of  many  officials.  On  the  other  hand, 
many  oppose  section  X.,  because  by 
giving  sucn  powers,  almost  sweeping  in 
their  extent,  that  official  will  be  open  to  the 
wiles  of  politicians.  There  will  of  necessity 
follow  the  creation  of  a  political  clique  of 
office-seekers  at  City  Hall. 

A  protest,  signed  and  formulated  by 
Charles  Walker,  a  member  of  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  from  ward  4,  was  presented  to 
the  Common  Comicil  last  evening. 


DEATH  OF   REV.  D.  H.  TAYLOB. 


Popular  Pastor  of  Newtonville  Church 
Victim  of  Pneumonia. 

Newton,  Mass.,  Dec.  10.— Rev.  David  H. 
Taylor,  pastor  of  the  Central  Congegational 
church,  Newtonville,  died  at  his  residence 
on  Walnut  St.,  at  7.30  o'clock  this  morning 
of  typhoid  pneumonia. 

Rev.  Mr.  Taylor,  who  was  a  native  of  New 
Brunswick,  Avent  to  Connecticut  when  16 
years  old  and  entered  the  Sheffield  Acad- 
emy, graduating  a  few  years  later.
